Introducing Dr. Rogers, Smoot sa 7% 
think that Marty Rogers could be called a 
perceptive and tt defatiguable and 
unrelenting existe ntialist. ve known him 
for about three years and believe me 
there are easier things in this world than 
being closely associated with a pet eptive 
and indefatigable existentialist 

“You know what an existentialist gg 
Smoot continue d ‘He is a persor who 
preceives the same things you and I do 
but you and I talk to each other about 
the weather. He's a person who observes 
in careful detail those things that you and 
I think it's common decency to ov rlook 
It is his ability as an exister tialist that has 
made him an important part of the 
process he’s going to des ribe to you.’

week-long symposium earlier this 
semester, began his address by thanking 
the Cultural Programs Committee for 
asking him to make the presentation 
since, he explained, “Last year | made 
some decisions about risk-taking in my 
life and | made those decisions myself 
not anybody else. It’s very nice to be 
rewarded for risk-taking instead of being 
rewarded only for conforming.” Rogers 
went on to say that “last year when 
Dudley Swim, a Reagan appointee to the 
state college board of trustees, heard that 
a gay liberation front was forming on one 
of the state college campuses, his moral 
indignation was so aroused that he 
spewed forth, in the American tradition 
with an immediate indictment about 
“that cesspool down there.” 

‘I'm a Virgo and, according to my 
horoscope, I'm neat and fussy and 
oriented toward cleanliness. All of that 
makes a cesspool 4 strange voluntary 
habitat for myself. I've been thoroughly 
immersed in that cesspoool for eighteen 
months now and al! sorts of nice things 
are happening to me, My eyes have 
become bluer. My teeth have become 
whiter. Even my intellect, which 
supposedly declines after the age of 28 
has become sharper and faster. Perhaps 
one person's cesspool is another person's 
electric Kool Aid” 

According to Rogers, it was the point of 
his address to “detail the development” 
of the SSC Gay Liberation from the 
initial meeting of 13 male homosexuals in

No More Kent States o 


As the Vietnam war continues and civil protest mounts, there may be 
more Kent State situations. Mr. Nixon has closed his ears; Mr. Agnew 
enjoys verbal ‘skirt the issue’ bull-shit, Mr. Laird likes ‘I’ve got a secret’; 
and Mr. Reagan is out for Mr. Reagan 100%. These are people we (7) 
chose to be our leaders and respond to our collective wishes. These are 
people who will prompt civil dissent and disorder and in turn activate 
the Reserve or Guard to control the situation that foll ows 

Next time things may be different. May 5, The Reservists Committee 
to Stop The War (in San Francisco) simultaneously with The Reservists 
Against The War (in Boston) held a press conference to make public a 
Statement signed by 396 Reservists and National Guardsmen. The 
statement, prompted by the feeling that this country is becoming an 
unresponsive monarchy, was signed by Reservists and Guardsmen from 
ail branches of the military reserves, including 23 officers. If the rea 
fear of repression and harassment by the military did not exist, | could 
easily expect 1800 signatures listed by the 2000 member organization 

Perhaps the most important line in the statement reads, ‘‘We are not 
proud of having taken arms against our fellow Asmericans.” 

The statement made available to the press reads 

“We, the undersigned, are National Guardsmen and Reservists 

“Last year many of us were called to active duty: the New York mail 
strike. Black protests. Demonstrations against the war. Kent State 

“We are not proud of having taken arms against our fellow Americans 

“We do not want to do so again 

“We take this day, the anniversary of the Kent State killings, to 
express our whole-hearted agreement with those who have 
demonstrated against the ever-expanding war, both then and again in 
recent weeks 

“We do not think armed force is the answer to the demands of war 
protesters, poor people and strikers. We believe there are better 
answers: Full employment. Reconstructed cities. An immediate 
withdrawal of American troops AND planes from the Asian war 

“We have all enlisted for six years service in the U.S. military. But 
what we are doing now~ training to shoot down our fellow-itizens — is 
no service to anyone. However, there is a real service in America we 
would be glad to do. The National Guard traditionally rescues people 
from natura! disasters such as hurricanes and avalanches, today aur 
nation 1s in the midst of a social disaster of unparalleled magnitude. We 
Suggest: train our units not to shoot rifles, but to give the medical 
services millions of Americans without health care urgently need. Train | 
us not to waste time at useless drills, but to rebuild our cities. Train us 
not to fight other Americans, but to prevent the increasing pollution of 
our common environment 
“That would be service we could perform with honor. Another Kent 
State would not.”

In November of 1969 Rogers 
was asked to attend a meeting of a 
newly-formed homosexual group 
at UC Davis to act as a 
psychological consultant. “I 
agreed,’’ explained Rogers, 
“primarily because I liked the 
instant status of the visiting 
expert and also because it might 
provide me with the opportunity 
to meet the man of my dreams.” 


‘It’s very significant,” he 
continued, “that only eighteen 
months ago when I was 30 years 
old and had been agy about 15 of 
those 30 years, gay consciousness 
or identity with the liberation 
movement had no meaning to me 
I came away from that meeting 
impressed by seemingly simple 
things, the things which made me 
aware of how perfect the process 
of society’s impression of me as 2 
homosexual had been and my 
own impression of myself in 
accepting a pre-programmed role 
as a homosexual in a heterosexual 
world.”
